WAR TENSION

Announcement

meetiiiR between President Truman 
and British Prime Minister Attlee 
in Washington to consider the Ko- 
rean crisis—with the possibility thnt 
French Premier Plevin may join 
them—already has eased tension 
among the democracies. 


Observers on both sides of the 


Atlantic, and especially in western 
Europe, have been expressing fear 
that the common interests of the 
Big Three might suffer from lack of 
coordination .of policies. This 
un- 


easiness had been emphasized by the 
grave threat of a major war grow- 
ing out of Red China's assault on 
the United Nations forces in Korea. 


Thus one can understand the 


spirit which moved the usually staid 
old British House of Commons to 
break into cheers when Attlee an- 
nounced that he was going to con- 
fer with President Truman. 


. Tension Understandable 


Just prior to this about 100 Labor- 


ite members of Commons had urged 
Attlee to emphasize that Britain 
couldn't be committed in Korea by 
any decisions made outside the 
United Nations.

UMT Proposal 


State College, Pa., Dec. 4 </!>)—Dr. 


Milton S. Eisenhower says if uni- 
versal military training becomes 
necessary in America affected youths 
should be allowed to choo.se their 
own periods of service. 


Otherwise, the Pennsylvania State 


college president told a 
faculty- 


trustee meeting recently, the con- 
sequences might prove financially 
disastrous to many colleges. 


The most feasible plan for any 


universal military training law, he 
asserted, "'Is that of giving each 
young man a choice of serving his 
two years in the military at any 
time between the ages of 18 and 
26." 


Dr. Eisenhower said that instead 


of this method, a plan may be pre- 
sented soon to require two years 
service of all youths between 18 and 
20. "A plan of this kind, if continued 
over a period of years, could cause 
this nation to decline with great 
rapidity, economically, intellectually 
and even militarily," he said.

AIDING WILDLIFE IX WINTER, 
"When vast stretches of native for- 


est covered the land, quails and 
other upland birds, skunlcs, raccoons, 
minks, opossums, squirrels, rabbits 
and other small game animals found 
a plentiful supply of natural foods 
all winter. But •with the destruction 
of the woodlands and even the 
elimination of shrubs and vines 
from fence rows and most idle areas 
of 
the 
countryside, wildlife 
is 


dwindling mainly for lack of sus- 
tenance from, late fall until late 
spring. It is the bridge tins other- 
wise impassable chasm of want that 
farmers should plan a simple pro- 
gram of adequate feeding and care 


In many instances there is no de- 


sire on the farmer's part to protect 
and increase the numbers of rabbits, 
minks, raccoons and opossums on his 
land. But in the skunk he knows 
he has a valuable friend that helps j 
keep field mice, moles and other ' 
harmful animals and many destruc- 
tive beetles under control. And of 
course the quail mc-riis careful pro- 
tection wherever it/ survives. 


In a long-range program there 


should be clumps of berrs'-bennng 
shrubs and vines planted or saved 
in 
out-of-the-way 
nooks wheie 


quails may find shelter from inclem- 
ent weather, harbor from hawks 
and other enemy birds, and all- 


winter fruits and seeds for food 
Low-growing evergreens are useful 
in this general role. 


But in addition to these measures 


quails usually need an extra bit of 
food to supplement even a liberal 
supply from nature and particularly 
an emergency feeding when snow 
covers the round for long periods. 


A sheltered 
area beneath, low 


evergreens or behind dense clumps 
of deciduous brush and vines makes 
an excellent place to furnish birds 
these extra winter treats. After two 
or three feedings they become ex- 
pectant and eagerly await their 


Some wheat, oats, rye. millet, 


cracked corn or grain screenings 
makes satisfactory feed for quails. 
If wheat, oats, rye, millet or buck- 
wheat is kept in the sheaf for this 
purpose the birds will do their own 
threshing and the activity will prove 
beneficial. Farmers may save screen- 
ings and other so-called "waste" 
cereals expressly for quail feeding. 
Then too, if a few rows of sunflowers j 
are grown along idle fence rows or 
across the side of the garden or 
track field, heads may be suspended 
from low branches of evergreens for 
quails. Sunflower seed 
furnishes 


birds a nutritional oil in addition 
to a high rate of proteins. 


The "when" of game bird feeding 


takes on even more importance 
than the "what." Birds relish most 
kinds of simple grains. But if feed- 
ing is practiced on z, hit-and-miss 
basis and not on a consistent sched- 
ule to meet actual needs, the bene- 
fits of the best of rations will be 
lost. It requires but a few days of 
complete foodlessness to bring death 
from starvation when snow covers 
the 
ground. 
Therefore, 
effective 


feeding means considerately sys- 
tematic feeding. Next summer these 
friends will repay the debt many 
times over in predaceous 
insects 


they consume.
